of fresh vegetables a week to the | 
city dumping grounds. | 

New York produce merchants 
have estimated that 250,000 pounds 
of string beans, lettuce, tomatoes, 
spinach, cucumbers and corn are 
daily consigned to New York gar- 
bage heaps. And, aside from this, | 


cept shipments, hundreds of tons of 
fresh vegetables are sold below cost 
or are dumped by railway and ship- 
ping companies. 

Wholesale prices have dropped to | 
new low price levels. And while | 
the worker, who is robbed right and | 
left under capitalism, must pay, out 
of the niggardly wages thrown to 
him by the boss, the same old high 
prices for the necessities of life. 

A bourgeois New York paper |

K. Kangleon. It was endorsed by 
the League for Filipino Freedom of 
Chicago, whose general secretary is 
Anacleto Almenana. The statement 
says: 

“The Anti-Imperialist League of 
the United States stands for the 
complete and immediate indepen- 
dence of the Philippines. It sup- 
ports those movements in the 
Philippines which stand on this pro- 
gram and opposes those half-heart- 
ed advocates of independence who 
give lip service to the principle but 
sabotage it in practice. 

“The Filipino politicians in offi- 
cial charge of the independence 
commission are making no genu- 
ine effort to free the Philippines. 
Men such as Quezon, Qsmena, and 
Roxas compromise with American 
imperialist interests obviously in an 
attempt to share with them the ex- 
ploitation of the islands. 
“The only solid basis for the 
freedom of the Philippines is to be 
found not among the politicians but 
among the working and peasant 
classes who are awakening to the 
need of independent action.

WOLFE PRAISES 
FAKER GANDHI . 


Lovestone Meret Is for 
U. S.-Ang!s War 


NEW YORK.—Mr. D. B. Wolfe, 
leading member of the group of 
put 


Gandhi, against the criticisms of 
the Communists, at a meeting Tues- 
dey night at Park Palace. Mr. 
Wolfe spoke with Tim Healy, ad- 
mirer of Ramsay MacDonald, and 
with Mr. Ghose, who aspires to ar- 
rive at an alliance with American 
imperialism against the British. 


Wolfe’s talk, as taken by a sten- 
ographer and transmitted to the 
Daily Worker, was a direct contribu- 
tion of help to Gandhi and the In- 
dian bourgeoisie in their efforts to 
sell out the Indian revolution to 
MacDonald by maintaining the illu- 
sion that Gandhi is really fighting 
for independence. Wolfe said: 


“When that struggle, which Mr. 
Gandhi is expressing the determina- 
tion to put through to a successful 
conclusion; when that struggle is 
ended, the British Empire is ended. 
“It was left to a little band of 
idealists, divorced from the masses, 
separated from the class in which 
they were born, to carry on the In- 
dian revolutionary movement. To 
the credit of Gandhi be it said that 
almost alone of all the leaders of 
the pre-war revolutionary move- 
ment, he saw the. significance of 
the masses in the stru te for In- 
dian freedom. He offered a pro- 
gram to the masses, a program of 
mass struggle, mass _ resistance, 
mass boycott, civil disobedience. 
These were the services of Gandhi 
to the revolutionary movement. 
This was what made him the out- 
standing figure in the movement, 
so that when one’s mind turns to 
India the fisst thought is of Gandhi. 
His non-co-operation movement is a 
movement of forcing Britain out of 
India. 

“Every friend of Indian freedom, 
let him be critical as he may of 
the tactics Gandhi is following, 
must all unite and demand that 
Gandhi be taken out of jail. 

“The subject we are discussing 
tonight will some day, and soon, be 
so popular in these United States 
that every big, powerful capitalist 
daily in the country will carry head- 
lines against British imperialism, 
against British atrocities and for 
freedom for India.” 

At the close of the meeting the 
few-score assembled Lovestoneites 
adopted, with great enthusiasm) a 
resolution in the name of “the tra- 
ditions of the American people who 
have always supported the strug- 
gles of subject races and peoples 
for freedom.” 

Of course, all these bourgeois

Stockyards 
Lousy With 


Boss Spies! 


In the various plants in the Stock- 
yards of Chicago the spy system in 
the past few months has increased. 
These spies are called “white coats” 
by the workers and instead of work- 
ing in one department, they go from 
department to department, the 
workers sometimes not seeing the 
same one for weeks, they sneak up 
on you at all times and are always 
hiding behind seme thing watching 
and listening to \the workers. For 
the least thing * they are mighty 
quick on bawling out the worker. 


Several months ago, I was taking 
a truck of boxes into an elevator 
and something dropped from the 
truck, I went.to pick it up and one 
of the white coats happened to come 
along, he said “get out of the way, 
nigger.” I started after him but 
what was the use. I asked the fore- 
man who he was and the foreman 
said that was the general super- 
intendent. 


On June 3 a worker at Swifts 
straightened up from his work and 
made a remark to his fellow work- 
er, a white coat happened. to be 
snooping around and told him to 
get busy, this was-not the place 
to loaf, and when the worker made 
a remark to him which the white 
coat considered insulting, the worker 
was fired at once. The workers in 
this department as everywhere in 
the yards are so terrorized by these 
white coats and are constantly in 
fear of losing their jobs that they 
condemned this worker for talking 
back to the spy, yet I have seen 
these same workers go into a rage 
when the Bado man (checker) 
stands around too long taking their 
standard. 


What with the white coats, the 
Bedo man, the foreman, there are 
more spies than workers in the 
yards. In many departments the 
foreman works with the other work- 
ers and the workers do not know 
he is a spy until they are reported 
for something they say or do. 

All over the yards the older men 
are being layed off and fired, es- 
pecially is this true of older Ne- 
gro workers. 

Only last week 7 men were fired 
in the Lard Refinery of Swifts, one 
of them, a Negro, had worked there 
12 years. It was time for his vaca- 
tion and a worker who works here 
12 years is entitled to two weeks 
vacation with pay, instead of that 
they are fired so they don’t have 
to give them vacations. They pro- 
mised this particular man that he 
would be sent for soon but the fore- 
man made a remark the other day 
that he would never come back to 


Swifts as he was too old. 


Only about one-third of the num- 
ber of workers are working” here 
now that were working at the first 
of the year and of these 50 per cent 
are young workers. Most of those 
still working are only working part 
time and while the lay-offs haven't 


Make Libby Men 
Pay for Own 
Insurance 


Dear Editor Daily Worker: 


At the Chicago stock yards, 
famous for their smell and ex- 
ploitation, the pa&sking companies 
force their workers to buy insur- 
ance against sickness and injury.

I went to the office to arrange 
about collecting on my insurance 
policy, but there they told me 
there was nothing coming to me. 
I attempted several times to find 
out what kind of an “insurance” 
game it was and why they are 
collecting money from us if we 
are not aided when injured or 
sick. The last time I was there 
they told m to get out and stay 
out and not to bother them. 

Now I see that the rich swine 
barons are skinning not only the 
cattle, but also us—the workers,

CHICAGO BOSSES PULLING OFF FRANCHISE STEAL 
Faker Maheén Peddles Mitten Bunk to Car Men Who Want Union 


(By a Worker Correspondent) 

On July 1 the people of Chicago 
will go to the polls to accept or 
reject a traction franchise. 
Briefly it provides for a new mer- 
ger company to comprise of the 
present surface and elevated lines 
with extensions of certain surface 
and elevated lines. The new mer- 
ger company is allowed to further 
capitalize its already over-watered 
stock. 

The leading role of the city in 
this new traction scheme is to 
construct at its Own expense a 
subway and grant to the traction 
monopoly a perpetual franchise. 
It lamely mentions an old age pen- 
sion for aged employes. The chief 
sponsors of the franchise are a 
group of finance capitalists led 
by Samuel Insull, supported by 
the Chicago Tribune and a ma- 
jority of the other daily papers, 
who receive well-paid advertise- 
ments from the Insull-traction 
monopoly. The political fakers 
of Mayor Thompson’s crowd are 
ardent supporters of the Insull 
pet franchise, as well as our union 
chief, Mahon, a true 100 per cent 
American. He does not look on 
the street car transportation as 
being a great industry, and ac- 
cordingly refuses to organize it 
on an industrial basis; instead he 
is trying to peddle us workers the: 
Mitten plan. The bankers and the 
real estate grafters will also be 
found on the side of the new fran- 
chise. 

Being a traction worker, I am 
compelled to warn the working 
class to beware of the shallow 
promises of Insvll and his polit- 
ical henchmen, They insist the 


new franchise will not only give 
Chicago the best traction system 
in the country, but will do away 
with Hoover’s army of unem- 
ployed. 

We ask the Insull mOnopoly why 
they have not made the extensions 
provided for in the franchise of 
1907? As a result of. this be- 
trayal, thousands of toilers who 
live in the congested sections of 
the city (for instance, 44th and 
Normal) are forced to walk long 
distances to street cars. The ex- 
tensions which have been made 
are in the outlying sections which 
were very sparsely settled. Here 
the Traction Co., in partnership 
with the local real estate dealers, 
have sold to the unsuspecting pub- 
lic worthless lots at extortionate 
figures. Niles Center and West- 
chester, on the elevated, and State 
St., on the surface lines, are glar- 
ing examples of this. 

Looking over the extension 
which the new franchise promises 
us, we must conclude that the In- 
sull monopoly is far more inter- 
ested in continuing the real estate 
graft than in solving Chicago’s 
transportation problem. 

Mahon and tis brother fakers 
would have us believe the new 
merger company was going to dis- 
play an attitude of benevolence to- 
ward its aged employes. Loudly 
do they prattle about the old age 
pension clause in the proposed 
franchise, but already we traction 
workers have heard of Mahon’s 
proposal that old age pensions 
should be based on the last four 
years of service. When a man, 
because of his old age, is forced 


to lay off almost half of the time 


on account of ill-health and 
stormy weather Mahon would re. 
tire, on a mere pittance, this man 
who has produced untold wealth 
for the Insull monopoly. 

The present equipment of the 
transit system consists of old 


| type cars, which in their operation 


require one man to each car. The 
new merger company is bound by 


_ the new franchise to purchase 


new, modern cars, which will in- 
troduce to us traction workers a 
vicious system of mass lay-offs 
and speed-up, because the modern 


cars require only two men to a six 


or eight-car train on the elevated 
and two men to a two or three- 
car train on the surface line. Such 
trains are now operated in some 
of the eastern cities. Insull and 
Mahon would have us traction 
workers vote for this condition on 


| July 1. 


The sponsors of the new fran- 


| chise are silent on the definite 


rate of fare the new merger com- 
pany will be allowed to collect. 
The new franchise, in mild words, 
proposes to allow the monopoly 
“to charge a reasonable sum,” 
based on its over-watered stock, 
which means a 10-cent fare for 
Chieago strect car riders. Let us 
recall that for some time the In- 
sull interest has insisted on a 
franchise which gave them a mon- 
opoly of street car traffic. This 
was effected by building up a 
political machine with enough 
votes to jam through the city 
council the Insull franchise. In 
this they accepted the services of 
the most corrupt ward heelers of 
the Crowe - Thompson - Swaiison 
and McCormick factions. who 
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would say to the unemployed 
worker: “Vote fur one of our of- 
fice-seekers and we will land you 
a job on the street cars or ele- 
vated lines.’ 


The Insull traction monopoly, 


| having employed these political 


slaves, demand that they use their 
influence and vote for this polit- 


| ical machine, made up of crooks 


ne

and racketeers. I was once told 
there was on file 7,000 applica- 
tions of men who were not hired 
because they had no O. K. from 
this political gang. Perhaps this 
explains why you or your friend 
did not get a job with the trac- 
tion company.

SHORTCOMINGS INSTRUGGLE 


AGAINST RIGHT DANGER 


By SAM DARCY. 

A SINCERE and united struggle against op- 

portunist tendencies in our Party began 
over one year ago. To date we have made con- 
siderable advances in that struggle. But the 
shortcomings in this phase of our work were 
and still are so great that they have prevented 
a decisive defeat of “right” tendencies. At this 


moment, not in our trade union work alone, | 


but in many fields of our activities, opportunist 
approach, methods of work, etc., characterize 
‘the activities of our Party organs. 


This situation demands of the Party as a 


whole, and of the Party leadership especially, 
a careful examination of its fight against op- 
portunism and such correction as is necessary 
to make more effective the work of Bolsheviza- 
tion. 

The Roots of Opportunism. 

We must put the question: Im the right 
danger simply the problem of a few leaders 
who have developed bureaucratic tendencies 
and the “conservatism of officials,” or is it the 
failure to win large sections of our Party to 
the correct line which flows from the Comin- 
tern analysis of the present historic moment? 

ere it simply the problem of a few in- 
div ual leaders, as some cel claim, it 
wov!l be a comparatively easy task to defeat 
the “right.” But when opportunist tendencies 
are militantly defended by whole or large sec- 
ticns of Party fractions (as is the case in the 
anes needle, printing, buildigg industries, etc.), 
~-hen defeatist analysis and consequent op- 
whist tactics are proposed in many Party 
unt3, then we must beware of the superficial 
yer that merely a few leaders in mass 
organizations have developed “office conserva- 
tism” or bureaucratic hesitancy and thus created 
“right” tendencies. 
For Example—The Shoe Workers’ Situation. 

The fact is clear that we have not yet won 
the entire Party membership to a complete un- 
derstanding of our Party line and the conse- 
quences in the new tactics, new methods, etc., 
which must be adopted in order to carry 
through that line. Let us take for example 
the situation which developed during the shoe 
workers strike: The comrades there developed 
the theory that the situation became difficult 
for them because the union grew too fast. This 
rapid growth, according to certain comrades, 
provoked the attack of the bosses and the De- 
partment of Labor. Had we moved slowly, 
we could have avoided or at least have lessened 
the attack. Out of this theory there naturally 
followed an open and hidden resistance to the 
main points of strategy in the Party line; the 
rapid spread of the strike, concentration on big 
Board of Trade shops, the demand for the 40 
hour week, connection with the general poli- 
tical struggles, etc. ‘Against the Party line 
the comrades attempted to win a few shops at 

a time, not to call out others until the few 
that were already out were settled, to make de-

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What do such errors show? Inherent bad 
mature of a few leaders? Rather they show 
that very many of our comrades do not under- 


a majority the ticket was endorsed in the 
leading committee of the union by a narrow 
margin. The impression was created among 
the workers that the action of the Leading 
Committee actually weakened the strike, be- 
cause the endorsement of the Communist Party 
brought nothing to the cause of the shoe strik- 
ers and created more enemies. Every dema- 
gogue and social fascist was able to use the 
argument that the Communists are not inter- 
ested in winning better conditions for the work- 
ers but are only interested in using the union 
for certain gains for the Party, not in a class 
sense but in the narrow organizational sense. 
The District Executive Committee of the Party 
in New York did not pay sufficient attention 
to this situation and therefore overlooked these 
mechanical methcds used by the leaders of the 
Party fraction in carrying out Party decisions. 

It failed itself to carry these issues, in this 
as well as other struggles, to the mass of work- 


ers. The result was that immeasurable harm* 


was done to the Party and the union in the 
entire situation. 

This same failure to watch the situation 
closely, brought on certain left errors which 
though of a minor character hindered the strug- 
gle against the “Right.” Thus the District Ex- 
ecutive Committee did not realize, early enough 
in the struggle, that the ground was not prop- 
erly prepared for the 40-hour week slogan. The 
resulting failure to change the slogan at a 
certain point in the struggle was an error. 
The opportunist elements in the union tried to 
use this error to cover their own wrong line. 

The above cited points are only examples, 
they are sufficient to show that it is a fact that 
we did not succeed in defeating the right dan- 
ger as Leninists should—basically and funda- 
mentally—by winning the workers to an un- 
derstanding of a Leninist analysis of the feat- 
ures of the current historic moment and the 
tasks which dialectically flow from this analy- 
sis for our Party and class. 


The present Party discussion should serve 
this purpose. If, however, one judges by the 
discussion in the units in such districts as New 
York and Philadelphia (of which we were able 
to inform ourselves) then one must Say it does 
not. In many cases the discussion consists of 
vague generalizations about the world crisis and 
the third period. Or it consist of criticism of 
details of organization. The relation of one 


| phase of our Party program to another must 


be made clear. Tactics to analysis; organiza- 
tion forms to political tasks; slogans to poli- 
tical objectives; the proper understanding of 
these relations is a basic weapon in the strug- 
gle against the right danger. 

In this discussion also right tendencies are 
manifest which are not so easily recognizable— 
which are therefore even more dangerous. Right 
tendencies which are pronounced on the floor 
of the discussion are comparatively easy to 
fight against. These are tangible. In our cur- 
rent discussion there is a right danger which 
expresses itself in a passivity towards the dis- 
cussion. In part at least this passivity re- 
flects a certain defeatist spirit among some 
comrades. In one section where we held a 
discussion, out of a full meeting of function- 
aries only an insignificant handful partici- 
pated. After much urging one comrade arose 
and spoke as follows: 

“Well, if we must speak, let us speak 
frankly. You speak of radicalization. Where 
is it? .It is true we had some big demon- 
strations, but where are the results? We 
shave been concentrating for many months on 
certain factories. We do not even have one 
contact. This shows the workers are not

Sage inining industry is one of the chronically 
sick industries. Rationalization was intro- 
duced in the mines right after the close of the 
world war. The coal operators, with the help 
of the Lewis machine in the U.M.W.A. squeezed 


eut of the industry over 300,000 miners in the | 
last ten years. The wages paid to the miners | 


are below the 1917 scale. New wage cuts are 
taking place daily, and the wage cut of 12 


dated Coal Co. the other day is a sig for 
new wage cuts on a national scale, al will 
be followed by wage cuts in all the mines. 
The speed-up has intensified hundredfold. The 
conveyer and loading machines are introduc- 
ing the belt system into the mines, and the 
percentage of the coal loaded by the convey- 


ers. and loading machines és increasing by 


jeaps and bounds. In 1924 this percentage was 
very insignificant, it 1929 it has reached to 15 
per cent of all coal mined. Unemployment in 
the mining fields was chronic, but since 1919 
whole sections of miners are totally unem- 
ployed. The miners have resisted the wage 
cuts, rationalization, and speed-up, and despite 
the betrayals of the Lewis machine have atrug- 
gled very militantly. 


The strikes of 1919, 1922, 1927 are meeed 
with red letters in the history of the American 
working class, for their militancy. The miners 
have supported the progressive movements, 
and the votes given in the election of 1924, 
1926, for the program of the “Save the Union 
Committee” show the deepness of the radical- 
ization in the mining fields. The support the 


National Miners Union is receiving in the | 


mining fields is further indication of the deep- 
ness of the radicalization of the miners. The 
mining fields today are very fertile ground 
for the building of the Party into a mass 
Party and of the N.M.U. into a mass union. 
On the other hand the weaknésses of the Party 
and N.M.U. are such that we have not_been 
able to organize this support into the form 
of Party mine nuclei and N.M.U. local unions. 
Why? 
| The Old Factional Fight. 


The factional fight that was wrecking our 
Party, was deeply rooted in the mining fields. 
The factional fight permitted all kinds of 
right tendencies to flourish in the mining 
fields. The Lovestone leadership nurtured. 
right line and all types of opportunism and 
bureaucratism went on unchecked. The Party 
was sort of a “Save the Union” commmittee 
with no serious political discussions taking 
place in the units; no Party bulletins or only 
a few issued in the mines and this only for 
records sake. No serious attempt to change 
the composition of the Party membership; no 
real drive for Party membership on the basis 
of the Party line; recruiting carried on on 
the basis of personal relations and contacts, 
no real functioning local, sectional, district or 
national fractions which would put the Party 
line into effect not mechanically, but on the 
basis of understanding and political support 
of the line. In this period some of the grossest 
right wing mistakes were made.

We are citing these examples in order to 
show that the basic source of these errors is 
the failure of our comrades to understand 
the character of the present period and to 
draw necessary corresponding conclusions as to 
tactics. 

If we examine the nature of the fight that 
we made against the “right” with facts such 
as cited above in view, then we can see our 
shortcomings much more clearly. Our fight 
against opportunist tendencies was not con- 
ducted so as to undermine the basis for right 
errors. Instead of concentrating on the winning 
of the membership to an understanding of the 
analysis of the current historic moment which 
was the basis for our tactics and criticising 
each “right” error from this angle, we tended 
to treat every error by itself. 

The result was superficiality and eclecticism. 

In the shoe workers situation, for example, 
the nature of the Party position in the mind of 
most workers is that if one was for the 40-hour 
week then one was true to the working class, 
but if one was for the 44-hour week then one 
was a “right winger.” Similarly if one was for 
endorsing the C. P. in the election campaign 
then one was loyal to the working class; if 
one was against the action possibly because 
it was not prepared, then one was a right 
winger. The reasons for these slogans and the 
relation of these slogans to the entire program 
and analysis was never made clear to them. 
In other words, the Party line which was cor- 
rect was not carried through politically. The 
results were disastrous. No attempt was made 
by the Party fraction to win the workers to an 
understanding of the political class forces at

Sharp Self-Criticism But No Pessimism. 
Our point of concentration in the discussion 
must be to win our comrades to the tasks out- 
lined by the Central Committee on the basis 
of an understanding of these tasks in the 
light of the objective situation. A sharp strug- 
gle must be carried on against expressions of 
defeatism and passivity, some of which we 
have just cited. We can point to the facts: 
Where we made the correct approach to the 
masses of workers we obtained unprecedented

That the failure to achieve greater organ- 
ization is not caused by lack of militancy on 
the part of the workers (although the general- 
ly low political level of the American working 
class, as compared with, let us say, the Ger- 
man workers is a factor), but the dispropor- 


tion between our influence and organizational e 


strength is brought about largely by our own 
inner organizational weaknesses. 

That even in this respect there has been 
considerable progress. Thus, for example, 
where a year or so ago we could speak only 
of about 15 per cent of our membership really 
active, this year we can show 35-40 per cent 
active.

In other words while making progress we still 
fail to set the pace at the head of class strug- 
gle but in many instances arrive on the scene 
long after struggles a;e well under way, 

This very important weakness can be cor- 
rected, if the whole Party is galvanized into 
action. And if the sharpest self-criticism is

Breast Beating Is Not Self-Criticism. 


Opportunism in practice has another expres- ; 


sion, especially among the functionary cadre, 
in a tendency to accept every criticism made, 
even foolish criticism, but to correct nothing. 
Comrade Amter in his article “Not Only Self- 
Criticism But Self-Correction” pointed this 
out clearly. Thus the entire Party, from the 
Central Committee through the District Com- 


mittee has been criticizing itself. for 
failure to pay proper’ attentio to 
the keeping of our new members. To 


date, several months after the membership 
drive closed, no systematic and checked up 
program has been followed to correct this gre- 
vious error. Such self-criticism is useless. It 
is only for the record. Concrete measures to 
correct every proven shortcoming is the only 
way to fight opportunism in practice. The gap 
between the decisions in our resolutions and 
the failure to carry out the decisions must be 
eliminated. Better to budget our work, under- 
take less and achieve more, than to undertake 
with great bambast and achieve almost noth- 
ing. 
Bolshevize the Party. 

Since the elimination of the organized right 
elements from our Party we have made some 
progress towards Bolshevization. .We have far 
to go yet. This convention can make a tremen- 
dous contribution to the political progress of 
the American revolutionary movement by seri- 
ous attention to this paramount problem of 
the struggle against the right danger, of eli- 
minating the shortcomings in that fight and 
thereby hastening the Bolshevization process 
in our section of the Communist International,

around with small individual strikes, in many 
cases not even having the workers in these 
shops ascent to these strikes. 

What kind of a revolutionary union can we 
build in such a period when we totally neglect 
to see the hundreds of thousands of workers 
struggling under the oppression of the capital- 
ist class, when we base our struggles on those 
workers in the small bakeries, restaurants and 
cafeterias? While these workers must not be 
neglected and while most of these workers 
have good traditions of organization, and will

It must be 
towards developing struggles in the large fac- 
tories where thousands of workers are concen- 
trated, and under the sharpest exploitation of 
the bosses. This demands a complete break 
with all methods and policies carried over 
from our old unions, and we must develop into 
our leadership elements that will be able to 
carry the burden of the struggle along the 
lines laid down by the R.LL.U. A leadership 
that is not prepared to understand the role of 
the revolutionary union in such a period of 
colonial revolts, preparation for attacks on the 
Soviet Union, preparation for capitalist wars, 
and mass unemployment and suffering on the 
part of the working class, will not be able to 
lead the struggles of the workers in the food 
industry.

The Thesis of the self-styled “Majority 
Group” (majority of what?) is perhaps their 
most vulgar opportunist product. In the face 
of the catastrophic economic crisis, it still 
sings hymns to “the growth in American im- 
perialist strength,” to the “rapid develop- 
ment of American capitalism” which “is still 
upward,” still “progressive.” But the eco- 
nomic.crisis has further deepened the ideolo- 


gical crisis of the opportunists, and their 
comic wrigglings to reconcile the “upward de- 
velopment” with the present crisis, produce a 


most marvelous dialectical exhibition. 

The Thesis is examining the relations be- 
tween U. S. and world economy, and their in- 
teraction in the development of the world 
crisis. It assures us that the causes of the 
crisis in the U. S. “are international in char- 
acter.” Does this mean that the crisis began 
abroad and then spread by contagion to the 
otherwise “healthy” U. S. capitalism? No, 
not even that! Just as it is “the very 
strength” of U. S. economy that throws it 
into a crisis (!), so also it is “the very sta- 
bility” of the capitalist world as a whole 
which has caused an “instability” in the U. 
S.! This wonderful, brilliant, profound, eso- 
teric thought is elaborated in thousands of 


words! Listen, o ignorant workers, to the 
wisdom of these ‘Marxist-Leninist’ horse- 
doctors! 


“Capitalist economy in the United States is 
becoming fundamentally less stable than be- 


’ fore the war, precisely because of the very 
advance in stabilization on a world scale.” 
Well, well, well! World capitalism is be-

coming more stable than before the war, with 
the result that U. S. capitalism is becoming 
less. stable! That must mean that “world 
capitalism” is stabilizing itself at the expense 
capitalism (England, France and 
Germany growing more stable than before 
the war by making the U. S. less stable!). But 
even for the unfortunate U. S. the “general 
is “still upward”! Therefore, for 
“world capitalism” the situation begins to 
look rosy indeed! 

‘What is the meaning of al] this nonsense? 
The explanation is simple. Lovestone has 
simply applied to the whole capitalist 
his no*orious formula of “the very strength 
of U. S. capitalism” bringing about a “crisis 


of growth.” And after all, what is _ logic 
among charlatans? 

The Trotskyites, in their “Manifesto,” es- 
cape a swamp similar to Lovestone’s, on the 


ouestion of the crisis, by a very simple expe- 
dient. They just say nothing about it! Bet- 
ter safe than sorry! 
« What They Think of the Communist Party. 
The renegades wail and weep about the 
“terror” which drove them out of the ranks 
of the Communist Party. They demand re- 
admittance into this Party. Why do they 
want to be inside the Party? Do they think 
so highly of the Party that they cannot live 
without it? No, not at all. Their oninion of 
the Party is very low, much lower indeed than 
.that of Congressman Fish. Here is Love- 


* stone’s description of the Party: 


“It has “been many years since the Commu- 
‘nist Party has been so divided and shattered,

‘Cannon paints a similarly dismal picture of 
disintegration and decay but is equally anxious 
with Lovestone to get back into this Party 
which is so rotten and wrecked. 

It happens, however, that never before has 
the Party been so completely unified. 
the first time in years, every district conven- 
tion in the country has been unanimous in sup- 
port of the-Thesis of the Central Committee. 
Never béfoére “has the Party had such mass 
sympathy ‘among the workers, never before 

_ has it been able to mobilize in action such hun- 
dreds of thousands. Never before has the 
Party been such an immediate moving force in 
the political life of the country. Never before 


' did it have such a firm and correct line of 


policy. 
The fundamental condition for these achieve- 
ments:of our Party was, precisely the driving 
- out of the opportunists of the Lovestone and 
Cannon breeds. And they want to re-enter the 
Party, precisely for the purpose of again 
creating the old factional] struggles, and breed- 
ing the old opportunist corruption. But today 
the Party and the workers generally know 
them for what they are—miserable agents of 
the bourgeoisie, slimy scabs upon the working

Previously, Lovestone had maintained that 
he was fighting for the Sixth World Congress 


revolution” within the Comintern. Now he 
must drop this camouflage, because his cronies 
Brandler and Roy have always fought against 
the Sixth Congress line, as against the Fourth 
R.LL.U. Congress and the Ninth E.C.C.!. 
Plenum. So Lovestone must re-write his his- 


tory, confess that his line was one of concilia- 
tion before our Sixth Party Convention, 
changed to “militant conciliation” (active fight 
under a mask) at the Sixth Convention, and 
only now, with the publication of this Thesis, 
has he come out in all his glory as a frank and 
unashamed Right Wing Opportunist. 

Lovestone’s confessions should be used as 
texts for the training of a Bolshevik leadershi» 
in the necessity of mistrusting words until they 
are backed up by deeds. He says, for éxample: 

“In spite of all the ‘endorsements’ and 

‘condemnation’ and ‘acceptances’ and ‘agree- 

ments’ in the resolutions of the C. C. Major 

ity, the new leadership in the E.C.C.I. could 
have no confidence in the old Party leader- 
ship to carry out the new ultra-left line. 

And correctly so—for the new line was en- 

tirely opposed to the political ideas and tradi- 

tions of the old leading group in the Party.” 

Making allowances for Lovestone’s special 
factional vocabulary, this is an excellent des- 
cription of how he attempted, by hook anid by 
crook, to deceive the Comintern, by agreeinz 
to anything and everything but carrying out 
nothing. 

Opportunism Expands in Freedom. 

For years Lovestone has felt “stifled” in the 
atmosphere of the Comintern. Always his style 
was cramped by the calculation of “What will 
the E.C.C.I. say?,” so that he was never able 
to develop his opportunist line in freedom: to 
its full flower. Now,.in his “self-criticism,” 
he sets as the major task for him and his asso- 
ciates, to get rid of all thought of “What will 
the E.C.C.I. say?” or “What will the Daily 
Worker say? No restraining influence is 
longer to be recognized in any form! He says:” 

“While the remnants of this ideology have 
not yet been entirely liquidated, considerable 
progress in this direction has unquestionably 
been made.” 

Yes, unquestionably, great progress has been 
made by Lovestone upon the path of complete_ 
departure from al] relationship of any kind’ 
with the Communist International. So much 
progress, that he is openly aligned with the 
most bitter enemies of Communism and the 
working class. 

The Lovestone-Cannon Program. 

It is not only in their common language of 
slander against the Party that Lovestone and 
Cannon find themselves at one. In their whole 
political orientation, both approach the Party 
from the sam~ angle, finding its policies “ultra 
left.” Both place as the first point in their 
program of action the slogan: “Intransigeant 
struggle against the Party-leadership.” Both

ing class. Thus we may list a few outstand- 
ing points: 

Revolutionary Unions: These, they think are 
a mistake which should be abandoned as quickly 
as possible, in favor of a quick retreat back

ship. 

Organizing the Unorganized: This slogan 
must be raised in the old A. F. of L. unions, 
which will be the principal! instrument for 
carrying it out. 

Work in the A. F. of L.: This should be done 
in a united front with the “progressives,” the 
Musteites, who are the natural leaders of the 
leftward moving workers. 

Unemploye. Workers: The unemployed raust 
not be organized around and under the leader- 
ship of the T.U.U.L.; that is sectarianism. We 
must bring the unemployed into the A, F. of 
L., who will be able to get something “practi- 
cal” for them, such as a soup kitchen or open- 
ing of the jails for them to sleep in! 

Struggle Against War: The slogans in this 
struggle must be such as to play upon the 
cupidity and greed of the capitalists, and fool 
them into thinking that tney can make more 
profits by trading with the Soviet Union. The 
slogans are “Persuade the MacDonald Govern- 
ment to arrange large credits for the Soviet 
Union” (Trotsky); “Billion dollars credit by 
the U. S. Government for the Soviet Union” 
(Lovestone), etc. Show the capitalists how they 


can solve their own crisis by trading with. they 


Soviet Union. For God’s sake, don’t talk so 
much about the class struggle. 

Labor Party: “The struggle for Labor Party 
is a next stage in the advance of the Ameri- 
can workers towards full class consciousness.” 
(Lovestone). “The struggle for a Labor Party 
is part of the struggle for the development of 
a class movement of the American workers” 
(Cannon). 

And so on and so on! 

So do the renegades undress themselves, dis- 
playing their opportunist nakedness before the 
world.

Basis For British Imperialism, Flimsy. 


The social basis of British imperialism in 
India is extremely narrow. This basis, as has 
already been pointed out, consists of the na- 
tive princes, the feudals, the big landowners 
and the narrow stratum of compradore bourg- 
eoisie (commercial middlemen). The overwhelm- 
ing majority of the Indian ropulation, in the 
person of the workers, the peasants, and the 
urban poor, are against British imperialism. 
On the side of British imperialism, however, 
there is the vast power of its military and po- 
lice apparatus, and those commanding heights 
which British capital has gained in Indian 
economy. 


Necessity For Crystallized Communist Party. 

On the other hand, the chief weakness and 
source of danger for the further development 
of the Indian revolution is the lack of a crys- 
tallized Comm‘ Party.

Struggle of Chicago Masses and 
‘Transportation Franchise

| header 19th of May the City Council of Chicago 

accepted all conditions of the franchise that 
the street car and elevated companies sug- 
gested. The franchise was drawn up by a 
group of engineers that represented the Insull 
bank and industrial interests of the city. The 
franchise was also endorsed by the so-called 
“Citizen’s Committee,” which consists of mem- 
bers who are in many ways associated with 
the same bank, industrial, department store, 
finance interests that are parties to the fran- 
chise. 


The City Council’s scnenitaiien of this fran- 
chise is an additional proof of the merger of 
the Thompson administration of Chicago with 
the finance industrial capital. 


The franchise states that the present com- 
pany of the city transportation that consists 
of the owners of the gas, electric, telephone 
and all other public utilities, who are also the 
most important officers of the banking busi- 
ness, that they can own the streets of Chi- 
cago and all the transportation facilities until 
the city gives them six months notice that 
they are ready to buy the street car and ele- 
vated facilities, or when a different company 
is willing to buy them out with a ten per 
cent increase of their capital value. 


But it is a known fact that the city of Chi- 
cago after it will accept this franchise will 
never be in a position, or care, to buy out the 
company. 

The franchise allows the street car and ele- 
vated company to value its property at $260,- 
000,000. A year ago a group of very reliable 
engineers after investigating the present 
transportation facilities of. the city of. Chicago 
valued its property in more than $130,000,000, 
minus the depreciation. This means that the 
franchise allows the street and elevated com- 
panies to overvalue its property in more than 
$130,000,000. They value a single line per 
mile $161, when Detroit values it only $60 and 
some cities $73. 

In the franchise of 1907 the conipanies in- 
cluded an item of $33,000 for horses that 
were dead 25 years ago, and $240,000 for ve- 
hicles that were not in use for over a genera- 
tion. The present franchise includes tens of 
millions of dollars of property that is already 
out of existence, that decayed many, many 
years ago. But, of course, they do not fail 
to charge for property that is erected instead 
of the old ones, which are out of existence. 
It is there, very clear that the franchise is a 
perpetual] franchise, which the transportation 
interests are seeking for the last seventy years 
since the first day that a street car was ever 
built in our city. , 

The supreme court in the case of Baltimore 
declared that the transportation company may 
charge seven and one-half to eight per cent 
on its capital value. It is very evident that 
we may expect in the near future another 
raise in fares on the street car and elevated 
lines. In the franchise is also stated that the 
transportation companies will seek to improve 
and enlarge their lines, both surface and éle- 
vated, and invest the fantastic sum of $200,- 
000,000. It is nnderstood that when the trans- 
portation facilities will carry the value $460,- 
000,000 they will seek to raise the fares on 
both lines. 


It is clear now that finance capital, the gas, 
electric, telephone magnates, the owners of 
the department stores, merge together with 
the City Council and Thompson administration 
to create a monopoly of the transportation 
system of Chicago with a capita] valuation of 
$460,000,000 including the 
the future in order to be able once for all to 
own the streets of Chicaro forever, without 
being bothered about conditions and have the 
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. '

full control of raising the fares, raising taxes, 
which will mean higher rent for the working 
men and poor population of the city of 
Chicago. 

The present franchise also has a clause that 
the 55 per cent that the city of Chicago re- 
ceived for the last 20 years from the gross 
income of the transportation companies, which 
accumulated inte a sum of $60,000, should be 
used for the purpose of building subways for 
the ownership benefit of the transportation 
company. These subways will also be used 
only by the elevated riders with the charge of 
three cents per transfer. The capital raised 
by the street car riders, and it will be used 
only by elevated riders now, out of which the 
transportation company will benefit. ‘These 
subways will improve the value of the prop- 
erty of the rich landlords but it will increase 
the taxes of the city and it will again in- 
crease the rent and the indirect taxes of the 
poor population of the working class. 


Twenty-five years ago the street car com- 
panies tried to rush through a perpetual 
franchise through the city council of Chicago. 
The aldermen were ready to carry through the 
orders of the financiers, but the people of 
Chicago organized and surrounded the City 
Hall with hatchets and ropes and scared the 
life out of the city administration, so they 
then passed a twenty year franchise with the 
clause giving the city 55 per cent of the gross 
income of the company, to make it -* possible 
for the city to establish municipal ownership 
of the transportation system. The present 
franchise not only provides that the $60,000,- 
000 should be used for the transportation in- 
terests by investing it in the subways, but it 
practically does away with the entire matter 
of the city getting any revenues out of the 
transportation company. It provides for a 3 
per cem* net income, but at the same time it 
allows the companies to make profits in the 
form of dividends to the share holders, that 
will never allow anyth™g to be left over for 
the city at all. 

The mere fact that the newspapers of Chi- 
cago are favorable to the franchise shows that 
the complete merger between the finance capi- 
tal, industrial magnates, wealthy property 
owners and the city administration of the 
Thompson machine, are united in an open at- 
tack on the poor population and the workers 
of Chicago. 

The liberals of Chicago are divided in dif- 
ferent camps; a very small group is dissatis- 
fied with this franchise, but its fight aga‘nst 
it is so weak that it really has no value. The 
Chicago Federation of Labor with the street 
car unions, openly endorse the present fran- 
chise, which is detrimental to the interests of 
the workers as a whole and especially to the 
carmen and mechanics of the companies. It 
is very clear that, if the franchise passes 
through on the 1st of July, this gigantic in- 
terest of finance in industry that constitute 
the transportation directors will establish a 
method of rationalization that will increase 
unemployment and will create a system of 
speed-up among the transportation workers of 
Chicago unequaled in the country. 

The Communist Party calls upon the work- 
ers not only to vote against this franchise, but 
to demand free street car and elevated rides 
for the unemployed, free riding for children 
that go to school, five cents carfare. 

The Communist Party is the only party that 
exposes the true nature of the new traction 
ordinance. The traction ordinance is another 
line in the growing merger of the city hall 
with the bank traction interest and further 
fascization of the Thompson administration. 
All workers must vote No in the July first 
referendum and Vote Communist in the No- 
vember election.

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Struggle Against War and Our Work 
in the Factory — 
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By PH. BART. 

[7 IS only necessary to contrast the figures 

of employment in the basic industries with 
the numerical strength of our shop nuclei in 
order to evaluate-our activity in mobilizing the 
masses to fight against imperialist war and 
for the defense of the Soviet Union. Recent 
employment figures in the metal industries 
(steel, metal, machinery) show approximately 
one million workers. Add to this the more 
than two million employed in chemical and 
textile (of which rayon can be used in chem- 
ical warfare) not to mention the importance 
of transportation, auto, food, etc., and it is 
easily discernable the phenomenal task facing 
us. 
Comparing the above figures of the millions 
of workers employed in industries that are 
vital for capitalist war, with the eleven hun- 
dred membership in our shop nuclei as re- 
ported in the Plenum Resolution on this ques- 
tion it becomes clear that our main task in 
this campaign is the building of shop nuclei 
in war industries. No amount of writing can 
be convincing proof of our seriousness to 
mobilize the masses, until we have utilized our 
forces to overcome this discrepancy. 

Choosing Work in War Industries. 

The incoming District Committees must give 
careful attention towards strengthening nuclei | 
already in existence and making plans of 
building nuclei in important plants directly 
connected with war preparations (ship yards, 
ammunition, etc.) and in industries that can 
be converted for war purposes (auto, rayon, 
etc.). The cruiser building program recently 
approved by congress necessitates counter ac- 
tion by us in organizing a nucleus in every 
ship yard that builds cruisers, even where 
we have no contacts. 
We have mentioned many times the im- 
portance of aeroplanes as part of the auto 
industry. However to our knowledge we can- 
not record a single nucleus in an,aeroplane 
factory. Here it is interesting to note, while 
we have Ford nuclei in existence for many 
years, at no time has the question been dis- 
cussed of organizing the aeroplane factories 
that are connected with the Ford Company. 
Similar mention must also be made in the 
chemical industry, where our work so far has 
been negligible. 
Fighting the Double-Headed Serpent of 
Pacifism and Jingoism. 
In conducting the campaign against imperi- 
alist war preparations we must expose all 
pacifist illusions created by the bourgeoisie 
and also not neglect the jingo propaganda. 
Every occasion must be utilized for teaching 
the workers through concrete examples the 
reasqn for fostering pacifist thought. In ex- 
posing the Kellogg “peace” pact or the London 
Naval Conference, we tan show the masses 
similar actions by.the bourgeoisie prior to the 
last war (world peace court in Amsterdam, 
Wilson slogan “he kept us out of war”). Also 
not failing to expose the treacherous part of 
the social-fascists in the last war as well as 
their part today. 

Not only must we fight against pacifist il- 
lusions, but against the jingoist war program 
put forward by the various fascist organiza- 
tions. Here is our opportunity to expose the 
Wools and Greens “solution” for unemploy- 
ment by building more battle ships. The “so- 
cial organizations” in the factories, which are 
harnessing the workers for imperialist war 
must be fought and made impotent through 
our activity, 

Internationalizing Our Work. 

Our shop papers deal only casually with the 
working class movement internationally. Where 
this is done it is haphazard. Serious attention 
nftust therefore be given to link up the work 
in the factory with the danger of war. For 
example, in Ford’s we can point out that in 
the last war the plant was used for making 
shells. Similar incidents can be mentioned 

elsewhere. 

In the campaign for the sehatas of the So- 
viet Union concrete incidents as to why the 
bosses want to attack the workers’ .fatherland 
are necessary. In this respect comparisons 
should be made of conditions in a particular 


industry in this country as compared with that 


in the Soviet Union. A steel mill shop bulletin £ % 


should contrast conditions here with those in 
the Soviet Union, and a similar* procedure can 
be followed in other factories. * 

The experiences of the struggles of the 
American workers against bosses’ war prepa- 
rations as well as tise internationally cag 
be a further aid in this work. The splendi@ 
achievements of the Seattle workers in re- 
fusing to load ammunition for the counter-rev- 
olutionary hirelings of the United States and 
the other imperialist powers as well as the 
intervention of the English workers in frust- 
rating similar attempts by the British are 
splendid lessons for all workers. It is also 
advantageous to point out the heroic struggles 
of the Russian workers against czarism and the © 
historic role played by such factories as Putilov 
and others. Thé&8e expeeriences will benefit the 
workers and help them to understand our cam- 
paigns. 

Organizing Committees in Factories. 

Both shop committees of the révolutionary 
trade unions and special committees set up for 
definite purposes (May Day, war danger) ‘are 
the best guarantee that we are earnestly mob- 
ilizing the workers to fight against U. S. im- - 
perialism. This is the task especially of the 
shop nuclei. They must become the initiators 
around which such committees are organized. 
Only through systematic work; distribution of 
leaflets and shop papers inside the factory; 
individual propoganda; calling together of 
groups of workers who have already been in- 
fluenced by our propaganda, will we succeed 
in building a net work in the factories that 
will make it possible to rally the masses. 

There is no “royal road” to supplant the 
Leninist method of organization. Ours is not 
a haphazard task, but persistent day to day 
work in a systematic manner. It requires a 
thorough understanding of the present econo- 
mic crisis and the imminent war danger by our 
comrades, so as. to be fully. aware of their 
tasks and the problems facing us. 

The seven million workers who have been 
forced into idleness by the capitalists as a result 
of the econoic crisis which may bring about 
another war is an important part of our cam- 
paign. In organizing the unemployed, in the 
preparations for the July 4th convention in 
Chicago, this problem must be kept in the 
foreground. It is also necessary to frustrate 
the army and navy recruiting drives amongst 
the unemployed, always remembering the Bol- 
shevik attitude on militarism. The whole cam- 
paign against unemployment must be linked. 
with the fight against the war preparations. 

Preparations for August . 

The International Day of Struggle Against 
War is only two months away. Serious atten- 
tion must be given immediately towards mob- 
ilizing the masses for this occasion. Factories 
having shop nuclei should discuss methods be 
setting up committees and popularize Augus 
First. These committees must link their pon 
with other campaigns such as building the 
Trade Union Unity League. 

In-this connection it is also necessary to 
link this task with the campaign for the sup- 
port of the Indian and Chinese revolutions 
and convince the masses that the attacks 
against the colonia] peoples will mean a low- 


tries. 

Considerable laxity has existed in our wor 
heretofore. 
gence can lead to social democratic prating 
about fighting against imperialist war, but 
actually not doing anything. Let us not for- 
get that while social democracy prepared re- 
solutions for general strikes prior to the war 
it did nothing to prepare the workers. 

There is no such danger of our Party’s lead- 
ing in this direction. Howeyer we must em- 
phasize that a laxity to carry out decisiéns 
does not aenaitiee the working class. It is 
therefore our duty to examine our weak spots 
and strengthen them, to build shop nuclei ‘in 
all important plants, to give more attention 
to those already in existence and thereby mob- 
ilize the workers to defeat our enemy and 
make it possible to carry out the Leninist 
program of turning the imperialist war inte 
civil war.
